And that is what onlookers 
did at an East Ninth street scene 
the other day. A car had stop- 
ped suddenly when the driver 
saw a bicycle rider appear an a 
dash across the street. 

But it was too late. The boy 
was lying on the pavement just 
in front of the auto. -His twist- 
ed bike was near’ by. Police- 
men and attendants had covered 
him with 2 blanket. The boy’s 
foot moved in a twitch. That 
gave some relief to the tense 
situation. Onlookers knew the 
accident was not fatal. 

The crowd become larger and 
officers directed traffic on and 
around the crash vehicle. The 
injured lad’s sister arrived and, 
kneeling beside him, caressed 
his head. 

In the distance could be heard 


the approaching siren. That 
was 2 relief and officers cleared 
for the ambulance. In a mo- 


ment, the boy was in the hospi- 
tal and the officers had complet- 
ed their exact measurements of 
the accident scene. 

How does it feel to be the 
driver of an accident car? 

We do. not know, but what we 
saw from our typewriter desk 
the other day was vivid enough 
for us. The picture will be with 
us behind the wheel for a long 
time. 

Who was ot fault? That does 
not matter when you can see the 


results. Fortunately, in this 
-ase, the lad suffered only minor 
injuries. The accident is inst

Accidents occur so suddenly 
life can be changed so quickly— 
when there is sneed or misjudg- 
ment. 

Tt is good for all motorists— 
and all bike riders to pause and 
think frequently on what can 
happen... at any corner at any 
time.

Easter Theme 


(By Ralph W. Lee) 


With the coming of spring, when the daffo- 
dils and snowdrops lift their colorful heads 
above the wintry sod, and when our little fea: 
thered friends in forest and glade lift thei 
voices to their creator in symphonic praisa 
man turns his thoughts toward the nature of 
his own soul, its character, and its destiny. 

Nowhere is the divine nature of man 
brought into clearer relief than when he feels 
those intimations of immortality within his 
own being. It is here man finds that his own 
soul is at the very center of the universe, a pul- 
sating, living part of the God who gave him 
his life, and with whom he plans his destiny. 

The finest paradise on earth cannot silence 
those inner voices, which tell him that he is in- 
finitely more than a mere loney pilgrim mov- 
ing across the earth in a perishable house of 
clay. No Utopia, however beautiful, can sat- 
isfy those inner yearnings of man’s nature to 
share in the life of the Eternal. The constant 
aspiration of the. divine nature of man is ever 
in the ascendancy, telling him that he is a 
creature of two worlds. 

Lenten days and the wealth of inspiration 
they have given us, have brought moments for 
serious reflection upon the meaning of life in 
the light of our Master's teachings, His 
achievements on the Cross, and the ultimate 
conquest over the grave. 

As we browse in the New Testament, and 
read prayerfully the facts about our Lord’s 
life and His multiform ministry, His matchless 
miracles, His wholesome and unselfish counsel, 
the pictures of the Good Life He gave us, His 
crucifixion, His death, and His resurrection, 
these and more, compel us to accept the great- 
est gift of all—the Gift of himself for our salva- 
tion and redemption. The great sweep and 
drive of His redemptive love, seem to take on 
new power and dimension, as we move toward 
the perennial conquest of Easter. 

In His resurrection we find the first and fore- 
most fact of His power over sin in the indivi- 
dual and the world. Here the son of man gave 
evidence that He was the Son of God. At this 
point the unbreakable lines of communication 
between God and man were forever establish- 
ed, and man became an undying soul. The 
sombre shadows of the uncertainty of man’s 
future are forever scattered, and he is no long- 
er afraid of the eventualities of tomorrow, be- 
cause his Christ holds it in the: power and do- 
main of His resurrection. 


Former Upland Councilmen Deserve 
Spotlight as City Election is Past 


With a new Upland city council term sched- 
uled to start Tuesday, it is timely to focus spe- 
cial attention on the men who have served the 
city in former years. From time to time various 
organizations honor their former leaders. In 
the same spirit, we today pay tribute to the 
men still living in Upland who have given of 
their best in public service around the city 
council table. 

T. K. Vernon served on the city’s first coun- 
cil, after the community was incorporated in 
1906. In other words, he is a “charter city 
councilman,” the only survivor of the original 
city council. 

William Springer is another “old times” who 
served in an early era but later than Mr. Ver- 
non. C. K. Francisco and Frank C. Buffing- 
ton are other “past’’ councilmen of years ago. 
Mr. Buffington served for many years as mayor. 
Other former councilmen are P. H. McQuillen, 
a distinguished mayor, Fred E. Draper, Per- 
ry O. Long, C. Ernest Olson, Ray R. Sherwood, 
Paul G. Hottel, James E. Goodban and Harry 
Wright. 

Counting Tuesday's balloting, there have 
been 24 city elections since the first council 
was elected in 1906. Several of the council- 
men have served for many terms, it being char- 
acteristic of the community to reelect almost 
every person who consents to continue his 
public service. 

And such was the case in this week's elec- 
tion, Robert Thrall and Donald C. Carr being 
returned to the council table for another four 
years. Abner Haldeman is a new member 
of the “city hall family.” 

Local public officials merit generous con- 
sideration. While some of their acts are not 
going to be unanimously popular, as long as 
their decisions are honest and deliberate, the 
councilmen's judgments are very likely going 
to be the best in the long range view for every- 
one in the community.

Election of County Officials and 
Assemblyman Top Local Scene 


Election of county officers will spotlight the 
local political scene until after the primaries in 
June. 


Contest for state assemblyman will also get 
considerable local interest as Mayor Eugene 
G. Nisbet, a Democrat, vies with Ray W. Fer- 
guson, Ontario, a Republican, for the right 
to represent this district in the state legisla- 
ture. While there are two other assembly 
candidates, it is generally agreed the contest 
will center on these two men. 


The supervisorial contest will be one with 
much local concern. Will R. Mason, Upland, 
the incumbent, who has given good service 
on the county board of supervisors, has strong 
contenders in Ontario Mayor G. E. McQuat- 
ters, Ontario Councilman C. E. Peterson and 
Dan D. Mikesell, also of Ontario. Many ob- 
servers have clamored “for a change” in af- 
fairs in the county courthouse, and thus there 
are at least three dependable men who are 
seeking to oust Mr. Mason. John C. Preston of 
Fontana is also a candidate for the board but 
he is not regarded locally as offering much 
competition. 

Eugene L. Mueller, former Upland police 
chief and who has served four years with dis- 
tinction as sheriff of the county, has a strong 
opponent in Frank Bland, Needles police chief. 
Mr. Mueller’s first term has been marked with 
outstanding success, and his reelection is gen- 
erally regarded as quite certain. Mr. Bland, 
however, is devoting much time to campaign- 
ing and the outcome will be watched with 
considerable interest. 


Competition is also ahead for Harry L. Alli- 
son, veteran county clerk, and Max Cranmer, 
county assessor. Harold Tucker, San Bernar- 
dino, is a candidate for clerk against Mr. Alli- 
son, gnd Mel Pierson, Colton, is seeking to be 
the next assessor. 


In considering some of these. candidates 
and incumbents, the question might well be 
asked: “How long should a department head 
serve or when is a person too old to give ade- 
quate public service?” 

We are not one to advocate changes unless 
we are certain of capable successors. In this 
light we mention, Harry R. Sheppard, who is 
aspiring for his tenth term as a member of 
Congress. Just because he holds ranking po- 
sitions on some Congressional committees is 
not valid reason to return him to office every 
two years. That seniority is vitally impor- 
tant in Washington, D.C., is widely recognized. 
But in Mr. Sheppard's case, the time is long, 
long past, when a change should have been 
made. Even some‘leading Democrats are anx- 
ious to make a change. 


Martin K. Barrett of Yucaipa is the Repub- 
lican candidate for the Congressional position. 
In former years other strong Republican can- 
didates have not been able to unseat the vet- 
eran politician, Mr. Sheppard. Frankly, we 
doubt if anyone can do it, but we wish Mr. 
Barrett every possible good fortune in his at- 
tempt. Mr. Sheppard is a mighty good poli- 
tician, and his leading supporters point to the 
importance of his seniority. 

It is easy to recognize that the June pri- 
mary election is very important. 


It Is Time to Make Cuts In 
Army Spending and Otherwise 


“Army to Cut Half Billion in Contracts” is 
the word from Washington, D.C. 

Why this drastic reduction? 
because the army has too much of too many 
things spread all over the world as the result 
of an era of easy spending of public money. 

In wartime, the real concern is not econ- 
omy but victory. There may be some basis 
for over supplying in some phases of military 
supplies during times of armed conflict. 

It is time now for a new era in handling the 
public's tax money, thus the reduction in 
army contracts. “Let's first use what we have 
on hand and let’s not buy anything more un- 
til it is absolutely needed” is the.general tenor 
of the orders cancelling the army’s contracts. 

This same policy should prevail in every 
phase of spending public money—in Washing- 
ton, in Sacramento, in San Bernardino—and 
in Upland.

Higher Edison 
ol Here If 
Rates Approved 


If a proposed Southern Califor- 
nia Edison Co. rate increase be- 
comes effective, the rate paid by 
people in the Upland district will 
be higher than consumers in On- 
tario, according to an analysis of 
the firm’s application for changes. 

Based on the number of con- 
sumers for each mile of light line, 
the new rates will result in a fur- 
ther spread between the Upland 
and Ontario rates. The present 
charges are on a population den- 
sity basis but the new application 
further accentuates the difference 
in rates between the two com- 
munities, it is pointed out. 

A typical bill is for 350 kilo- 
watts an hour. The present bill 
in Upland is $15.98 and in On- 
tario it is $14.90. Under the pro- 
posed rates, the Upland bill would 
be $17.28 and the Ontario bill 
$16.10. In cther words, amount 

of the Upland increase would be 
$1.30 and in Ontario $1.20. 

Another example is the 750 
KWH morthly consumer, 


and whose proposed bill would be 
$31.40, an increase of $1.42. 

The same consumer in Ontario 
is now paying $27.53 and the pro- 
posed bill would be $29.10, an in- 
crease of $1.57. 

Consumers in Cucamonga and 
Alta Loma are charged at a high- 
er rate due to the fewer families 
in the area.
